improved ; and the Linnen ManufaQture 
which the Anſwerer thinks -may do well

to:mention the Fiſhery and other things. 

That there are many Weavers now that 
want work, I believe, and ſd there is of 
many. other Trades : This tedious: War falls 
heavier upon ſome than others, and when 
Perſons enter into a Trade they muſt be con- 
tent to take their Fortune 1m 1t.. Some thrive 
moſt in time of Peace, and ſome in time of 
War.. | But whar was it increaſed the num- 
ber of Weavers ſo much? Was it not a good 
Trade: which they had even' at - the time 
when Eaſf-India Goods came 1n in-greateſt 
plenty, and were fold at half the. Price they 
now are, as the Anſwerer alſo owns-pag. 33. 
and . did, not, the Trade viſibly fall off laſt 
Summer, when there was the greateſt Scars 
city-of E/t-India Goods that has been known

The Anſwerer pa. 21. defires to know mn 
what places we can conſume more Woollen 
Goods Abroad ; and I muſt acquaint him 
that very often in Germany, Holland, Portu- 
gal, Spain, Italy and Tarkey, as well as int 
the Weſt-Taxdies, our Woollea Goods are 


ſcarce, and therefore ſold. dear, and much 


more would vend if they were upon: the 
place; and-yet more confiderable quantities 
if we could afford them Cheaper ; which 


might be done by the Method the Author 


of the Eſfjay propoſes, pa. 27. And where- 
as the Anſwerer fayes, p4. 21. That the 
Manufattures of VV ooll are increaſed in Ire- 
land, Holland, France, Germany, Spain, 
and Portugal, ana.our Mayufattured Goods 
become a Dragg beyond Sea., , It is more than 
probable that the raking, oft our People from 
the Woolen Manafactury ; to other Manu- 
factures, has been in a great meaſure the 
occaſion of it. I confeſs I wonder to find 
the An{weter cali it'a .Project, to work up 
our Wooken Manufactures Cheap, and to

doubt whether that would increaſe their 
Expence Abroad, to the leſſening of that 
of other Nations. IT wiſh there had been 
no more uncertain Projects fet on foot in 
Trade in this Kingdom, and then, I am apt 
to think, our Trade would have been in a 
better condition. I think the Project of 
Ruining immediately a great number of 
Tradeſmen, and others, that depend upon 
the Eaſt-India Trade, and rutting the Na- 
tion to 3 or 400-00 /. per Annum certain 
greater Expence then at preſent it is at, and 
running the hazard of loſing all, or the 
greateſt part of our Eaſt-India Trade, only 
to imploy People at Home in a Silk Manu- 
factury that would be with more Profit to 
the Nation imployed in the Woollen Manu- 
facture, is by far the more dangerous and 
doubtful Projet, The Inſtance which the 
Anſwerer brings, -pa. 23. of a Country 
Gentleman that hath all Conveniences about 
his Houſe of his own, and ſhould inſtead of 
uſing them for himſelf and Family, ſend his 
Money to Market to buy, and then ſend his 
Products Abroad in hopes of making Mo- 
ney of them, though he do not know of 
any Market or Buyer for them, will prove 
juſt the contrary of what he intends it for, 
if it be rightly applyed to our Caſe ; for it 


is certainly the Country Gentlemans Inte- 
reſt

reſt ſo to do, if he can buy at Market whiar 
will ſerve himſelt and Family for half the | 
Money for which he. can ſell his own Pro- 
ducts ; which'1is plainly our Caſe : For we 
never want ſome Price or other for:our Pro- | 
duct and Manufacture. And if we cen ſell 
them dearer to others then we can in their 
room purchaſe other Neceſlaries, it is a clear 
Profit to us. 

The Anſwerer Coes again, pa. 23, 24. as 
he often does beg the- Queſtion, when he 
ſayes, That we ſpend Indian Goods at Home 
that we may ſave our Woolley Goods to heave 
the more for Exportation. We lay that the 
Indian Goods do very little interfere with 
our Woollen Manufacture ; and by the | 
bringing in of Izd:a4» Goods more of our ' 
Woollen Manufacture, which goes towards 
the Purchaiing of them, is conſumed, then 
would be at Home in their ſtead : And the 
Anſwerer - himſelf, pa. 25. acknowledges, 
that the Conſumption of our Exgliſh Cloth 
was never underitood ro be much prejudiced 
by theſe Goods. And then again he takes 
up the Miſtake of very great Gain made by. 
the Faſt-India Trade, . taking it in another | 
{ſenſe then the Eſſay intends ;- and his Suppo- 
{itions drawn from thence need not therefore 
to be conlidered. | 
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| - The Anſwerer, pa. 25. and elſewhere, 
[ſeems angry, without Reaſon, that the 
| Datch are quoted in this Controverſie. Tho? 
| they are our Allies, they alone are our chief 
|| Competitors in the Eaſ#-Izdia Trade : And 
[if they never had done any thing to ſup- 
plant us in any part of our Trade, we 
{ ſhould have the leſs Reaſon to be jealous ; 
but ſince their and our Intereſt in Trade 1s

By which, without doubt, he 
means the Labour of the Hand; for it is 
evident, that a People may grow Rich 
| without much of ſuch Labour. It 1s the

vantageous Management of Trade in and 
'to Foreign Parts. that 1s a means and great 
means of inriching a Nation. TI confeſs if 
a Nation be well Feopled, imploying the 
Poor in Manufactures rather than to live in 
Tdleneſs is an addition to the Riches of a 
Nation; for what any one, or any number 
of Perſons get more than they ſpend, adds 
ſo much to the Stock and Riches of the 
Nation : And if 10000 People living in

ſent over hither, and Lent the Government, 
and otherwiſe, at exceſſive Intereſt, will 
bring a conſiderable addition to the Riches 
of their State without the Exporting their 
Product for it, or the Labour of their 
People.

and on many other Accounts. But this, 
and many Arguments brought on the fide of 
thoſe who are againſt 'a Prohibition, the con- 
trary Party are pleaſed to take no notice of. 

The Anſwerer commends the frugality of 
the Datch, and no doubt 1t is a commenda- 
ble thing, but where People grow Rich, 
tney will ſpend more largely, and it 1s bet- 
ter they ſhould do ſo than to flacken their 
Induſtry and Diligence in Trade, When 
the Datch come once to enjoy their great 
Increaſe 1n a long Peace, you will find them
